WILSON’S ANNUAL REPORT 


A Deficiency of Over #10,000,000 in the 

Postoffice Department 
- Washincros, Nov. 26.—Postmaster 
General Wilson made hia first unnual 
sport to the president. The receipts 
of the postoffice department for the 
yeur euding June 80, 1895, were $76,- 
171,090, and the expenditures $86,790,- 
172. Itis gratifying, says the report, 
that a lurge portion of the deficiency 
occurred in tho first quarter of the year 
and that revenn.s are increasing with 
reiurning prosperity. Mr. Wilson esti- 
mated the reveuue for the year ending 
dune 30,1897, al $89,793,120, and the ex- 
penditures at $94,817,900, the difference 
to be mule up by congressional appro- 
printion. 


Accidents to Raiiway Post filees. 

WasHINGron, Nov. 25.—The report 
of James White, superintendent of the 
railway mud service, shows that during 
the year 497 accidents occurred to rail- 
Way postoffices in which seven clerks 
were killed and 178 injured while on 
duty; an increase over lust year of 187 
accidents und 27 clerks killed and in- 
jured. 


A special to a leading daily, from 
Ottawa, Can., saysi- At the request 
of several leading hanks, the Post- 
olfics Department has decided to issue 
letter cards of the denomination of 2e. 
The banks state that they will be able 
to use several thousand of such cards 
ina year, as they will beof great ad- 
vantage to them for sending out no- 
tices to custotuers in preference to or- 
dinary letters. The department has 
also decided to issue a one-cent letter 
card for use in towns where there is 
no delivery by carrier.
